KKNTUCKY <ROP REPORT 



Kentucky's^ 1920 tobacco crop is 
estimated at 420,750,000 pounds, 
corn 96.624,000 bushels, and pota- 
toea 6.732,000 bushels in the Nov- 
ember crop report for Kentucky Is- 
sued today ut Louisville and Frank- 
fort by the U. S. Bureau of Crop 
Estimates iu co-operation with 
SUte Commissioner of Agriculture 
W. C. Hanna. Other crops report- 
ed for Kentucky are: sweet pota- 
toes 1.680.000 bus., apples 5.780,- 
000 bus., peurs 308,000 bus., clover 
seed 52,500 bus., and sorghum 
sirup 2.888,000 gallons. Last year 
Kentucky's production of these 
crops was: tobacco 456,500,000 lbs., 
corn 82,500,000 bus., potutoes 5,- 
040,000 bus., sweet potatoes 1.680,- 
000 bushels, apples 1,480,000 bus., 
pears 128,000 bus., clover seed 38.- 
000 bushels and sorghum sirup 2,- 
443.000 gallons. 

The decrease in tobacco produc- 
tion in Kentucky from 1919 is due 
to decearsed acreuge in Western 
ivenui ,.> which was not fully off- 
set by the Increased hurley acreage. 
The damage by rust and "wildfire" 
also helped slightly to reduce the 
average yield per acre. Quality of 
tobacco In Kentucky is 
80 percent compared to 81 
laat year. The United States tobac- 
co crop this season is estimated at 
1.476.444,000 pounds compared to 
1.389,458,000 pouuds last year. 

It is estimated that approximate- 
ly 6 percent of Kentucky's acreage 
of corn was put into silos this sea- 
son, the average yield per acre be- 
ing about 7 tons. There was com- 
paratively little frost damage tn 
corn in

They are 
DIRECTLY transmitted from one 
person to another by kissing, cough- 
ing, speaking, sneezing and through 
the use of the common drinking cup 
or towel. They are transmitted 
fNDiriECTLY in a great many 
ways — through toys, pencils, slates, 
handkerchiefs and other object* 
that have been in the mouth of the 
infected person, for It is a common 
practice among small children to 
transfer everything they touch to 
the mouth. 

CARRIERS: It is important to 
know just what is meant by the 
term "carrier." In some persona 
these germs grow in the mouth or 
nose, and without seeming to have 
the disease themselves, they can 
do transmit the disease to 
others in a severe form. If a "car- 
, rier" is employed In a dairy or hau- 
1 dies food, and sneezes or coughs in- 
to the milk pail, or through the fin- 
gers conveys the germs to the food, 
It may cause an epidemic of diphthe- 
ria.
